some Idea of the Milllons That Were
Issmed Lust Year.

Uncle Sam printed just o fow postage
stamps dnring the vour 1508, The nam-
ber of 2 cent sta 7 ¢ issned during the
year was sbout 2,500,000,000. Snch’
number obvionsly is beyond the grasp
of the humsu mind, but perhaps the
matter may be made more clear by put-
ting it otherwiso, .

An ordinary 2 cent stamp ia exactly
one inch long. From this fact by a lit-
tle calculation’ it is easy to discover
that the number of stampa of this de-
pomination issued in 1898 placed end
1o end would extend a distance consid-
arsbly excesding 89,000 miles. In other
words, they would make a continnons
strip of stamps, each one adurned with
the head of the Father of His Country,
stretching in o belt more than once and
a half around the squator,

Of coarse, though the 2 cent stamps
are thoss principally used. there are
othors Enoagh 1 cent stamps have
been issmed during the year 1868 to
atretch from New York city, by way of
Europe and Asis, to Bombay if gimilur-
ly arranged in ome strip All other
stamps, s to prodnction and sales, are
of minor importance, comparatively
speaking, Eat it is interesting to know
that almost oxactly one mile of &1
stamps Wus manufactured for the de-
mand of 1883 Of 5 stamps the pro-
duction was equivalent to a little more
than hall a furleng, or abou¥ one-fif-
teenth of a mile

Xow, if all the postage stamps priut-
ed by the United States government in
1898 were placed one on top unother as
neatly as might be without putting
them under pressure how high do yon
snppase the pile of them wonld be't
There is Do nse guessing; yon womld
pever get It nearly right unless you
went to work to ealenlate it for yonr-
golf. *The 3,500,000,000 stamps of all
denominations printed during the cur-
rent vear—the statement, of conrse, is
approximate—would tower to an eleva-
tion of 21 milea This fs more than
thres times the height of the highest
monntain inthe world—Mount Everest,
in the Himalayas. If the same nnmber
of stamps was piled up in the form of
the ordinary shoets of 100 each, it fol-
Jows that the stack would be overa
fifth of a mile high.

Doring the year 1588 the number of
epecial delivery stamps sold was about
5.250,000, It is only ressinable to sup-
pose that the average jonrney of the
spocial delivers messenger is hall o
mile. Ipdeed that is an abenrd ender-
eatimate. but let it go at that. On this
assumption the total distance travelsd
for special delivery in 1698 was abont
9,625,000 miles. That is a very consid-
eralile space to traverse, ns way be re-
alized when it is considered that a mes-
senger boy, in order to accomplish that
total distaneo, wonld have to go abont
1,100 times arcund the world. or five
tiwes to the woon and buck

It appenrs from fignres furniched by
the postoftice department that the aver-
age person in Massachusetts, including
men, women and children, spends §2.30
on postage [er annnm. New York
comes second with an expenditure of
$2.27. the District of Colnmbia third,
with $2.16. ( ado is fonrth, with
$1.03, and Connecticut is ffth, with
£1.50. The ntates ranking lowest in this
regard are South Carabiva, with 23
conts per capita; Mississippi, with 84
cents: Alalama, with 35 aunts: Arkaw
#as, with & pts, and North Carolinn,
with 41 conts —Washington Stur.

¢ AMERICA'S LAST CAMEL.

fle Went to Feed the Indinns After a
Long and Honorahle Unreer.

The last wild camel in America war
killed and esten by the Indisns in Yu.
ma a few daysago. The venerablo beast
was one of the herd of camels bronght
from Asis Minor many years ago to
earry ote from the Cowstock mines. So
ends the greatest attempt at acclimat-
ing foreign animals ever made in the
United States. It seems sad thut the
noble beast, the last of his tribe, shonld
have suck an inglorivns end.  And yet
pame eympiathy mnst be given the poor
Indians, for ther wust bave been awful
hungry to bo able to masticate the
tongh, T5-yvear-old camel Besidea, the
poor camel wonld most likely have died
of slow starvation in o ebhort time, for
when last seen alive by white men it
wis very feeble

Just who the man was who thought
of bringiog camels to this eountry
seemns to be anatter of some doubt
Several men are croditad with haviog
done so, bat even the old timers them-
pelves seern 2o be a little tungled up on
this bit of western histary. P. T. Bar-
ton of Prescott. A. T., who was in the
Comstock at the time, snid he was posi-
tive “that the late Adolph Butro was
largely fnstromental in bringing the
eamels here. This, however, has heen
strennonsly denied.  Dozens of similar
gtories are told abont other prominent
Californians, bnt little credence can be
given to any of them

But the fact remains that the cumels
were brought hers. On all the points
connected with this part of the stury
the old timers agree.

It was in the old dave, when the
Comstock was in its glory, the days b
fore the railrond, whem Virginia City
was jlmoat as important a town a4 San
Francieco. It eo huppennd that o cer
tain gronp of wines alont 26 or 30
miles ont of Virginia City wns panning
ont piles of rich ore. It was impossible
to put up 4 mill close to the mines on
acconnt of lack of water

Mnles were pnt to the work., and
during the winter montha did fairly
well, althongh tofeed and care for them
wis a terrorizing expense. It must ba
understood that as dry, rocky and bar
ren & desert a8 there ison the face of
the earth lay betwoen Virginia City
and the mines. To use a vehicle of any
kind was out of the question, and =o the
ore was carTied in bags slung over the
backs of the animals

From the first it was spparent that
the mule plan wis not & saccess. In the
summer it took abont two muoles to
carty water for the one that carried ore
And all the while the animals kept dy-
ing. The intense heat and dry. anndy
air were too manch for them, and they
fell by the wayside o fust that s now
band wns reqnuired almost weekly. Bat
the are liad to be carried to the mill,
for there was “‘millions in it "'

At this juncture some gonins sngest-
od that the mindrs' buy camels for the
work. So the camels were bought st
groat expense.  Some of them wera ob-
tained from the veteran showman, P.
T. Barnom, and abont 20 cuwe direct
from Asia Minor noder the care of an
agont dispatched from Virginia City.

From the first the camels did all that
was expected of them. Bach morning
they wonld est 8 meagor breakfast of
any old weed that happened in their
way, drink o few gallons of water, and
were veady for business. Two bags of
ore, each eontaining between 200 and
800 pounds, were strapped to the back
over the hnmp of esch camel
